The criticism of the city’s avi- 
ation program by James H. How- 
ard, who resigned last Saturday 
as Chief of Aeronautics for the 
city because of the “interminable 
delays and fruitless discussions” 
caused by the present division of 
administration, found ready sup- 
port today among leaders in St. 
Louis aviation circles. 

Oliver L. Parks, founder of 
Parks Air College and one of the 
most outspoken advocates of 
rapid airport expansion, said all 
appointed members of the Munici- 
pal Airport Commission should 
resign in an effort to force unifi- 
cation of the city’s aviation pro- 
gram. 

J. Gates Williams, chairman of 
the Airport Committee of the 5t. 
Louis County Chamber of Com- 
merce, said that group always 
had favored a strong policy-form- 
ing commission with the actual 
program to be carried out by an 
expert who can act freely at the 
direction of the commission. 

Criticism by Sellers. 

Alderman Jake Sellers, 
Yican. of the Sixteenth Ward, 
“sviation is too important to be 
kicked around between several! 
departments. If we'd handled the 
smoke problem the way we are 
handling aviation, we never would 
have gotten to first base with it, 
either.” 

“The resignations of the only 
¢wo men who have ever held the 
Chief of Aeronautics 
prove there is something radically 
wrong with the present setup,” 
Sellers continued. “Milton M. 
Kinsey, president of the Board of 
Public Service, has too much to 
do without heading the aviation 
program. We ought to get an 
outstanding man to succeed How- 
erd, and this time Kinsey should 
give him authority to do the job. 
If that fails, we ought te amend 
the charter next spring té set up 
an independent department.” 

The explanations given by How- 
ard, former Fiying Tiger, a for- 
mer colonel in the Army Ajr 
Forces and holder of the Con- 
gressional Medal of Honor, was 
almost identical to that of Thomas 
E. Flaherty, his only predecessor 
in the job. Flaherty resigned Dec.

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U.S. WANTS ARMS 

REDUCTION TALKS 
TO OPEN AT ONCt, 
CONNALLY SAYS 


Report on Troops at Home 
and Abroad Would 
Be Preliminary Step — 


British Propose Inspec- 
tion System. 


LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Nov. 
25 (AP)—The United States called 
on the United Nations today to 
open discussions immediately on 
the “whole problem of disarma- 
ment” and demanded that a pro- 
posed international troop inven- 
tory be made all-inclusive as a 
preparatory step. 

Senator Tom Connally (Dem.), 
Texas, speaking before the 54- 
nation political committee of the 
General Assembly, urged that all 
members of the U. N. make avail- 
able within 30 days full informa- 
tion on all troops at home and 
abroad, 


He sidestepped a definite stand 
on a proposal made by Philip J. 
Noel-Baker, British delegate, a 
few minutes earlier that the data 
submitted in the troop inventory 
be subject to verification by a 
U. N. inspection unit. Connally 
declared, however, that inspection 
and verification were necessary to 
any general disarmament plan. 

An American spokesman said 
afterward that the United States 
was opposed to the injection of 
the inspection issue into the troop 
census discussions, which are now 
before the committee, and that 
the American delegation would 
vote against the British proposal. 

Wants Comprehensive Plan. 

Connally said any report on 
armed forces should include per- 
sonnel on duty with “any type of 
military organization” anywhere 
in the world and then added: 

“We must face and face now the 
subject of general, disarmament. 
What is the use of a little slice of 
pie? We realize there must be a 
system of inspection and imple- 
mentation. We proposed it for 
atomic energy and we are pre- 
pared to appl, it to the. whole 
problem.” , 

O11 the troop inventory question 


be submitted to the secretary- 
reneral instead of the Security 
Council, as proposed by Russia, 
but agreed with Russia that the 
information should be as of Nov. 
1, 1946. 

The committee adjourned unti' 
tcmorrow without taking action. 
“oviet Foreign Minister V. M. 
Molotov attended the session, but 
did not speak. 

The whole controversy over the 
conflicting proposals was compli- 
cated by the Sritish inspection 
pruposal, Russia is understood to 
be strongly opposed to any such 
inspection plan, 

British Proposal. 

Noel-Baker in his speech re- 
jected the Soviet nroposal for an 
inventory of Allied troops in for- 
eign countries, but not at home. 
as “inadequate” and substituted 
v hat amounted to virtually an en- 
tirely new resolution for the one 
S-itish Foreign Secretary Ernest 
Bev: had offered previously, 

He announced that he wager 
withdrawing the proposal to com- 
bine the troop inventory plan 
with the committee’s scheduled 
debate on disarmament, and then 
proposed: 

1. That the inquiry be broad- 
ened to include troops at home, 
as well as those abroad. 

2. That the U.N. set up a unit 
to verify any information re- 
ported on troops by member 
nations, 

Noel-Baker said “verification is 
not only a question of good faith, 
but one of technical importance as 
well.” He said verification of all 
armaments data is necessary since 
everyone must be “satisfied that 
they are facts.” 

Britain, he said, is ready for 
any commission to verify “on the 
spot” any information submitted 
by the British Government, be- 
cause “this. would give the world 
confidence in the United Nations.” 

“The troops at home will be by 
far the most important piece of 
information needed,” Noel-Baker 
said.

At 6 p.m, (local time) 
out more drastic than that 
of wartime was to become ef- 
fective in 21 states, including 
Missouri and Illinois.

Secretary of the Interior J. A. 
Krug has appealed to the Gov- 
ernors of all states for machin- 
ery by which local communities 
could ration available coal. Say- 
ing that the nation’s emergency 
reserve was less than two days 
of normal production, he sug- 
gested curtailments of indugtrial 
power, dimouts even more 
stringent than those already or- 
dered, and closing of amusement 
Places and even schools where 
communities find their coal 
stocks low. 

Civilian Production Adminis- 
trator John D. Small called on 
individual consumers to volun- 
tarily conserve coal and power, 
saying “the turning off of one 
gas burner or light bulb is a 
little thing in itself, but if it is 
done in millions of homes and 
stores and office buildings, the 
Sumulative saving is very great 
indeed.” 

Freight Embargo Likely. 

Unless the outlook for settling 
the strike improves within a few 
days, non-essential freight will be 
placed under an embargo which 
will have swift and serious effects 
on industrial output. 

Steelworkers and factory hands 
by the hundreds of thousands 
faced layoffs because of dwindling 
coal piles.

INTERLAKEN, Switzerland, 
Nov. 25 (AP)—Twelve Americans 
who survived five days on an Al- 
pine glacier 10,000 feet above sea 
level were taken to Vienna on a 
United States Army hospital train 
today, after rescue from their 
plight by the same route they got 
into it—through the air. 

Daring Swiss Army officers in 
ski-equipped, three-place Fieseler 
Storch planes removed them and 
their baggage yesterday in nine 
shuttle flights over the 10 miles be- 
tween the airport at Meiringen, 
some 15 miles east of Interlaken, 
and their snowy perch on Gauli 
glacier. 

The 12—an 11-year-old gir), four 
women, four Army officers, two 
non-commissioned officers and a 
civilian army employe—had been 
in a sheltered hole in the glacier, 
13 miles southeast of Interlaken, 
since the crash landing last Tues- 
day of a United States Army C-53 
transport plane en route from 
Vienna to Pisa by way of Munich. 

Plane Cabin Becomes Igloo. 

They had lived on box lunches 
for three days and, after those 
gave out, on candy bars they had 
purchased at the Munich post ex- 


each. They drank snow melted 


blankets and the transport's seats 
and upholstery. Swiss mountain 
guides reported a three-foot snow- 
fall had converted the cabin of 
the slightly damaged plane into a 
cozy “igloo” for them, 

Not till Friday was the C-53 lo- 
cated. Metal in the mountains 
deflected radio beams sent from 
the disabled plane and receiving 
operators got the impression it 
was 80 miles south of here. 

Later, however, a correct “fix” 
on the position was obtained, and 
British and United States planes 
among the more than 100 search- 
ing spotted the group. Saturday 
70 Swiss civilian and soldier moun- 
tain climbers in eight hours strug: 
gled from Meiringen out to the 
plane survivors, carrying litters.

NEW YORK, Nov. 2 (AP) — 
Secretary of State James F. 
Byrnes and Russian Foreign Min- 
ister V. M. Molotov conferred for 
an hour and 15 minutes today in 
their first private meeting on 


American-Russian problems in 
many months. 

The specific subjects of their 
talk, held at Molotov’s request, 
were not disclosed. Molotov called 
on Byrnes in his hotel suite, and 
left only a few minutes before 
today's scheduled Rig Four ses- 
sion to resume work on the Ital- 
jan peace treaty. 

While the purpose of the 
Byrnes-Molotov conference was 
not disclosed, it was noted that 
Molotov acted at a time when 
Big Four peace-making has more 
or les bogged down in details of 
the Trieste settlement, when the 
great powers have split sharply 
over limiting the veto and when 
the whole troops inventory issue 
could become involved in the split 
between Rusia and the western 
powers. 

Molotov made a courtesy call] on 
Byrnes at the beginning of the 
Big Four conference in New York 
but the two have not had any 
serious private dciscussions here. 

Byrnes this morning received 
Australian Ambassador Norman 
Makin. The subject of their con- 
ference, held at Makin’s request, 
was not given out but there was 
speculation that the Australian 
Wanted to discuss the current 
status of the veto fight. Australia 
is a leading advocate of restrict- 
ing the big nations’ voting power 
in the Security Council, 

Move to Censure Russia. 

Meanwhile, a move in the United 
Nations General Assembly to cen- 
sure Russia's use of its veto 
power in the Security Council 
appeared likely following Molo- 
tov’s fiat rejection of efforts by 
the United States, Britain, France 
and China for a compromise of 
the veto issue. 


Molotov's attitude on the veto 
Was made known in a Big Five 
meeting Saturday night. In block- 
ing any voluntary curtailment of 
the veto by Big Five agreement, 
he urged the other four members 
of the Council of Foreign Minis- 
ters to rebuff all efforts to 
ehange the veto. They unanimous- 
ly rejected his proposal. 

This lineup foreshadowed the 
fina] outcome of the veto fight in 
the Assembly, where the nonh- 
Russian powers have a sufficient 
majority to put through virtually 
any proposal they desire against

no action to comply with the 
court’s order that the no-contract 
notice be withdrawn and were 
ready to go to atrial which 
might result in punishment of the 
union chief if convicted of con- 
tempt. 

When Hopkins attempted to de- 
lay the trial date, John F. Sonnett, 
assistant attorney general, arose 
abruptly from the Government 
counsel table and told Goldsbor- 
ough the Government would ob- 
ject to any delay in view of the 
strike emergency. Goldsborough 
affirmed the Wednesday date and 
directed both sides to be on hand 
in the same courtroom at 10 a.m., 
two days hence, declared the mat- 
ter concluded for the day and re- 
cessed his court. 

Argues Notice Was Legal. 
Contrary to the Government's 
position, Hopkins argued that 
Lewis's notice to Secretary of In- 
terior J. A, Krug terminating the 
UMW contract was “both legal 
and proper.” He said also that 
neither Lewis nor the union had 
taken any action in compliance 
with the court’s order to with- 
draw the cancellation notice. 
Goldsborough haled Lewis into 
court to answer a contempt cita- 
tion for refusal to withdraw the 
notice, which signaled a nation- 
wide strike in the soft coal fields. 
“The defendants, and each of 
them, respectfully deny the juris- 
diction of this honorable court to 
issue a restraining order,” Hop- 
kins said of Goldsborough’ order. 
The union also challenges the 
court’s right to order the con- 
tempt hearing, Hopkins added, 
and is prepared to let the case go 
to trial with an advisory jury. 

Judge Cuts Off Argument. 
Sonnett immediately offered to 
argue against the union's position, 
but Goldsborough cut him short. 
“This complaint was filed by 
the sovereign power, by society it- 
self,” the judge said. 

“I don’t think any thinking per- 
son wants to see anything hap- 
pen to labor unions insofar as 
their raising their standards of 
living are concerned. 

“The defendants say they have 
done nothing. That amounts to 
saying they did not obey the re- 
straining order. 

“But they say they did not have 
to obey the order because it was 
not legal. That's their position.” 
lewis returned directly from 
court to UMW headquarters. He 
grinned at waiting reporters for 
the first time in many days but 
said nothing. 

Asked whether he would hold a 
new conference, now that the 
preliminary court skirmishing was 
over, Lewis grinned again, nudged 
Hopkins and thrust his thumb in

Lewis arrived at the court short- 
ly before 10 a.m, to answer the 
contempt citation.

Supreme Court Rules SEC 
Can Legally Scrap Such 
Utility Holding Com- 
panies. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 25 (AP)— 
The Supreme Court held 60 to- 
day’ that the Government can le- 
gally scrap “useless holding com- 
panies” under the long-disputed 
“death sentence” clause. 

Putting the stamp of constitu- 
tionality on this provision of the 
Public Utility Holding Company 
Act, the. court upheld orders of 
the Securities and Exchange Com- 


ficial, told a reporter the Govern- 

ment’s primary aim is not to 

punish Lewis by a jail term, but 
to make a shatterproof showing 
that the strike o° 400,000 of 

Lewis's miners is illegal, and thus 

to persuade them back to the 

coal pits. 

If this fails and if Lewis is 
found guilty of contempt of court, 
said one Government — attorney 
who had a hand in drafting the 
Government's case, an appropriate 
penalty would be a “whopping fine 
against the union and a relatively 
lighter one against Lewis.” 

Should this develop, the ques- 
tion of penalty, however, would be 
one solely for Judge Goldsborough. 

Estimates on the amount of the 
fine varied. One report was that 
the Government would recommend 
fines of $200,000 against the UMW 
and Lewis for each day the miners 
remain away from the mines. 

A high Administration official 
said one figure mentioned for the 
amount of a fine was $100,000 for 
the first day and an additional 
$100,000 for each succeeding day 
the strike lasts. He emphasized, 
however, that this was merely un- 
official speculation. 

A series of maneuvers last 
week set the stage for today’s 
hearing. First there was Golds- 
borough's order Monday. ' Then 
on Thursday, Goldsborough signed 
a contempt citation and order 
commanding Lewis's presence be- 
fore him today. 

LEWIS LETTER 
FLOWN TO CAPITAL 
DES MOINES, Ia., Nov. 25 (AP) 

— Lt. Comdr. Hamilton Acheson 
was flying to Washington today 
with a letter from John L. Lewis 
to Iowa United Mine Workers, 
informing them of the termination 
of the coal mining contract. 

Acheson, officer in charge of 
the Iowa sub-district for the Coal 
Mines Administration, seized the 
letter at Fraser, Ia.. where it was 
posted on a bulletin board of the 
G. B. Jensen coal mine. He ex- 
plained his trip to Washington 
had been planned previously and 
was not made specifically to 
carry the letter. 

The letter, sent to Richard 
Brown of Local 1039, District 13 
UMW, was on UMW astationery 
and addressed to all union mem- 
bers. It read: “Greetings: The 
following is the exact text of a 
letter sent to the Secretary of the 
Interior, in charge of Coal Mines 
Administration:” 

Then followed Lewis's letter to 
Krug notifying the Government 
of the contract termination.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25 (AP)— 
President Truman today signed an 
executive order establishing an 
inter-agency group designed to 
purge the Federal payrolls of dis- 
loyal or subversive employes. 

Under the order, this group will 
determine standards for judging 
loyalty of the employes and appli- 
cants for Federal employment, It 
will recommend legislation for 
protection of the Government 
against subversive persons. 

The commission, temporary in 
nature, will be made up of one 
representative each of the Justice, 
State, Treasury and War Depart- 
ments and ofs<the Civil Service 
Commission. 

The members, who wil] serve 
under the Department of Justice 
representative as chairman, will 
receive no compensation. 

‘The commission was given until 
Feb. 1, 1947, to report with its 
recommendations, Its 
will then terminate.

The opinion, by Justice Murphy, 
said “the actual and potential evils 
resulting from their (American 
and Electric Power and Light) 
continued existence may well be 
said to outweigh any of 
claimed advantages.” 

Chief Justice Vinson, new mem- 
ber of the high tribunal, handed 
down his first opinion, but three 
of his colleagues disagreed with 
his views. The court also split in 
the two other cases decided today. 

Vinson’s opinion held that the 
Tillamook Indians and other tribes 
are entitled to payment for lands 
in Oregon taken by the United 
States. Justice Reed, Rutledge 
and Burton dissented and Jackson 
took no part. 

The court also: 

1. Refused in a simple order to 
reconsider a recent ruling which 
rejected an effort of Georgia resi- 
dents to knock out the nomina- 
tion of Eugene Talmadge as Gov- 
ernor. The litigation, which at- 
tacked Georgia’s county unit elec- 
tion system, had been thrown out 
in the court's earlier ruling. The 
court gave no formal opinion. 

2. Held 7-1 that California can- 

not collect its state sales tax on 
sale of fuel oil by the Richfield 
Oil Corp. to New Zealand. The 
firm ¢ontended the United States 
Constitution prohibited state taxa4 
tion of exports. 
In the holding company case, 
Justices Reed, Douglas and Jack- 
son previously had disqualified 
themselves. Justice Rutledge wrote 
a concurring opinion. 

The “death sentence” clause re- 
quires holding companies to limit 
their operation to a single inte- 
grated system. 

Murphy's opinion said the com- 
mission “reasonably could conclude 
from the record that American 
and Electric perform no justifiable 
function; they are unnecessary 
complexities enabling Bond and 
Share to perpetuate its pyramided 
system... . 

“Klimination of useless holding 
companies may be carried out by 
fair and equitable methods so as 
to destroy nothing of real value,” 
Murphy's opinion stated. “Ameri- 
can and Electric (power and 
light), the commission found, are 
little more than a set of books 
and a portfolio of securities. And 
we cannot say that the commis- 
sion was without basis for its be- 
lief that dissolution under the cir- 
cumstances would harm no one.’ 

The constitutionality of another 
section of the same act was up- 
held April 1, 1946, when the court 
rejected an appeal of the North 
American Co. from an SEC order 
directing it to divest itself of all 
but one of its systems, the Union 
Electric Co. of Missouri. As in 
today’s ruling, Murphy delivered 
the decision and the vote was 6 
to 0, with Reed, Jackson and 
Douglas disqualifying themselves.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25 (AP)— 
Senator Fulbright (Dem.), Arkan-

fare of the country. 


Such machinery could be made 
applicable to future coal - work 
stoppages if not the present walk- 
out, Fulbright told a reporter, He 
said it might be applied also to 
enterprises such as ojl,_ steel, 
transportation and public utilities. 

His idea, Fulbright explained, 
would be to bar atrikes altogether 
in these industries and force arbi- 
tration of disputes either through 
a new agency set up on the pat- 
tern of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission or through a special) 
court, or both. 

Government Regulation. 

He said the Government might 
have to exercise regulatory pow- 
ers over the industries, just as it 
now does over some utilities, and 
might have to control prices of 
the industries’ products in order 
to adjust wage disputes equitably. 

Fulbright’s suggestion came 
while legislative leaders of both 
parties waited to see whether 
President Truman intends to call 
them into conference about pos- 
sible ways and means of ending 
the coal walkout. There have been 
indications the President is think- 
ing of such a move if develop- 
ments point to a prolonged mine 
shutdown, 

While he said he could think of 
no legislative solution to the pres- 
ent dispute between John L. Lewis 
and the Government, Fulbright In- 
sisted that some action must be 
taken to remove the threat of 
strikes in industries affecting the 
economy of the whole country. 

Fulbright said it is his belief 
that in passing a no-strike law 
Congress should define definitely 
the industries it believes fall in 
the category of those directly af- 
fecting the general welfare.

CANCELS BOOKING AT 
AMERICAN THEATER 
‘Anna Lucasta’ Producer Ob- 


jects to Segregation of 
Patrons. 


The New York production, 
“Anna Lucasta,” which was sched- 
uled to appear with an all-Negro 
cast at the American Theater 
Christmas week, has been Can- 
celed, Producer John Wildberg 
said in New York today. The can- 
cellation was ordered because of 
the policy of the theater here of 
restricting Negro members of the 
audience to the top balcony. 

“It means the company will not 
work that week,” Wildberg said, 
“but we are determined to put 
principles above profits.” The play, 
he pointed out, is now in its third 
year in the East, and only sus- 
pended its performance on Broad- 
way, Saturday, because the com- 
pany’s lease on the theater at 
which the play was being shown, 
expired. It will return to New 
York, he said, after a run of eight 
weeks in Philadelphia. 

At the American Theater it was 
announced that “The Glass Me- 
nagerie” will play a return en- 
gagement in the week left open 
by the cancellation of “Anna Lu- 
casta.” “The Glass Menagerie” 
first appeared here this season 
Sept. 23 to 28.

Named in the citation are Wal- 
ter Bishop, shop steward; George 
Hiles, William Hensen, John Ky- 
ser, William Ohearn and Robert 
Kohn, chauffeurs for the Hamm 
Drayage Co, Each is charged with 
violating several articles of the 
union constitution, including a 
section which provides as grounds 
for charges “acts and conduct 
considered inconsistent with the 
duties and fealty of a trade union 
member, and violation of sound 
trade union principles.” 
The six drivers are charged with 
inciting other members of Local 
600 employed by the Hamm Co. to 
strike, without approval of the

—A strike of union teachers

Lewis, in majestic stance, wait- 
ed while the automobile door was 
opened for him, and climbed in.

Eight others got into the automo- 
bile with him, Lewis in the back, 
between two attorneys, and they 
moved slowly off.

He said the Santa Fe still would 
have to move cars to make up 
trains at Kansas City, and that 
none of the clerical or “wheel” 
work would be eliminated. 

Under cross-examination by R. 
S. Outlaw, Santa Fe counsel, Neff 
expanded his contention that ad- 
vantages claimed by Santa Fe for 
single-line service are largely spu- 
rious, 

“Would you try to persuade a 
customer shipping freight from 
Pueblo, Colo., to St. Louis that it 
would be better to ship by Mis- 
souri Pacific all the way, rather 
than by Missouri Pacific to Kan- 
sas City and interchange there 
to the Wabash or Rock Island?” 
Outlaw asked. 

“We'd try to fool him, like the 
Santa Fe does,” Neff replied dryly. 
“If I were on your side of the 
table I'd argue for single-line serv- 
ice just as you are arguing, but 
in the back of my head I'd know 
that two-line service can be just 
as good.” 

The net operating income of St. 
Louis roads already is insufficient 
to cover _— charges, he said,

Nearly 1,400,000, or 75 per cent, 
of the state's 1,850,000 eligible 
voters went to the polls. 

The constitution, guaranteeing 
Germans the individual freedoms 
and liberties denied them by the 
Nazi government, was the first 
freely drafted document in Ger- 
many in 13 years. 

The flag of Wuerttemberg-Ba- 
den which the newspaper raised 
is composed of horizontal atripes 
of red, black and gold. Its colors 
coincide with those of the Weimar 
republic which Adolf Hitler over- 
threw, 


“The colors of this flag symbol- 
ize proud democratic memories,” 
said Dr. Erich Schairer, co-editor 
of the Zeitung. “They should in- 
spire us to rebuild our democracy 
better and more durably than be- 
fore.” 


The four major political parties 
started negotiating on the com- 
position of the new one-house leg- 
islature whose members were 
elected yesterday. 


When the new government is 
formed, American occupation au- 
thorities will exercise only super- 
visory powers, leaving the actual 
administration in the hands of the 
Germans, 

Bavaria and Greater Hesse wil) 
vote next Sunday on similar con- 
stitutions. All constitutions pre- 
viously had been -approved by 
United States authorities. 

Final returns from Wuerttem- 
berg-Baden showed the 100-seat 
legislature would have this com- 
position: 

Christian Socialist Union, backed 
by the conservative farmers and 
churches, 39 seats; the left-of- 
center Social Democratic party, 
32; the rightist Democratic Peo- 


ple’s party, 19; and the Commu- 
nists, 10. 

The legislature will meet two 
weeks hence and elect a minister- 
president who will appoint a gov- 
ernment of 10 ministers. 

Some observers expected a coali- 
tion between the Social Demo- 
cratic and Democratic People's 
party to assure the election of 
Dr. Reinhold Maier, the Ameri 
can-appointed minister-president 
for many months, as head of the 
government. He belongs to_ the 
Democratic People’s party.

Although they were weak and 
exhausted after four days and 
nights in the snow, they ran out 
to meet the two mountain climb- 
ers. Language was a barrier, but 
they expressed their gratitude 
with hugs from the men and 
kisses from the women and little 
girl. 

That was the story told today 
by the two Alpine guides who 
were first to reach the disabled 
transport, Wilhelm Jost and 
Ernst Reiss, young Swiss soldiers. 
They returned to Meliringen late 
yesterday. 

Jost and Reiss explained the

In a report approved for publi- 
cation by the national board of 
directors, the committee 
mended that the rate on corporate 
incomes be reduced from 38 to 33 
per cent in 1947, to 30 per cent in

The committee also proposed: 

1. Immediate repeal of war ex- 
cise tax increases, the tax on 
property transportation, and 
“nuisance” levies. 

2. Reduction of estate and gift 
taxes, and eventual § relinquish- 
ment of these sources of revenue 
to the states. 

3. A reduction in the present ef- 
fective rate on capital gains from 
25 to 12% per cent. 

4. Immediate lowering and 
eventual elimination of double tax- 
ation on earnings of corporations 
and dividends to astockholders, 
without resort to a tax on undis- 
tributed profits. 

Other Recommendations. 

The committee also recom- 
mended curtailment of Govern- 
ment lending powers and further 
relaxation of controls over con- 
sumer cre In a_ statement 
which singled out the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation for its 
sharpest attack, the committee as- 
serted that the agency’s “present 
blanket participation program ,.. 
appears to reflect the traditional 
bureaucratic tendency toward self- 
prepetuation.” 

“Continuance of Government 
lending for ordinary business pur- 
poses. without proved necessity 
cannot fail to weaken chartered 
banking and ultimately to destroy 
an essential segment of private 
enterprise,” the committee as- 
serted. 

Consumer Credit Controls, 

While commending the Federal | 
Reserve Board for its recent or- 
der relaxing consumer credit con- 
trols, the committee contended 
that the board’s request for per- 
manent statutory authority to 
continue controls “is unwarranted 
and should be opposed.” It urged 
elimination of remaining install- 
ment controls “as rapidly as cir- 
cumstances permit.” 
Another recommendation called 
restriction on security transac- 
tions “discriminatory” and asked 
that the controls be reconsidered 
with a view to modification. 


Total Tax Bill Put at Nearly $1 of 
Every $3 or $1300 Per Family. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 25 (AP) — 
The American people as a whole, 
directly and indirectly, are footing 
a tax bill for the support of Gov- 
ernment—federal, state and local 
—which, in 1944 and 1945 was the 
equivalent of nearly $1 out of ev- 
ery $3 of total national income 
to individuals in each year, or 
more than $1300 per family, the 
Institute of Life Insurance said 
yesterday. 

The institute traced the growth 
of the people’s tax bill in a study 
of the long-term relationship be- 
tween Government taxes and in- 
come payments to _ individuals, 
based on figures compiled by the 
U. 8. Department of Commerce 
and the National Industrial Con- 
ference Board, 


the total tax bill of government 
in both 1944 and 1945 was almost 
fifty billion dollars. A few years 
before, in 1940, it said, this over- 
all government tax bill was just 
under 13 billion. This was equiv- 
alent to about $1 out of every $6 
of total income payments to indi- 
viduals or well under $400 per 
family.

CARTELS ATTACKED 
BY N.A.M. AS WAY TO 
NATIONALIZATION

NEW YORK, Nov. 25 (AP)— 
Cartels and _ intergovernmental 
commodity agreements are at- 
tacked as “monopolistic exploita- 
tion” of the consumer in a pam- 
phiet issued by the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers. 

The 61-page pamphlet, made 
public yesterday by the N.A.M. 
Eco- 
nomic Relations, said that all car- 
tels are inimical to the existence 
of free competitive private enter- 
prise. 

Herbert H. Schell, chairman of 
th committee, asserted that “it is 
clear that those countries whose 
industrialists advocate cartels and 
monopolies are unwittingly laying 
the foundation for government 
control, and( in the final analysis, 
for nationaliszation of industry,” 

The report cited figures show- 
ing that between 1929 and 1937, 
42.3 per cent of the world’s trade 
was controlled by cartels and 
other combines, and another 11.4 
per cent was controlled by trusts

Hundreds of Dallas 
Housing Units Empty 


—Owners Organize, 
Refuse to Rent Them.

DALLAS, Tex., Nov. 25 (AP)— 
In this crowded Texas city, where 
classified columns daily plead the 
urgent need of housing, hundreds 
of rooms, apartments and resi- 
dences are Landlords are 
striking for abolishment of the 
OPA. 

Mr, Frank Morris, 55-year-old 
Dallas clubwoman, president of 
the Statewide Landlords, Inc., 
and the Local Property Owners 
and Associates, said: 

“This is a quiet strike, Mostly, 
there have been no _ evictions. 
When tenants move out, doors are 
locked and stay that way. At 
least 3000 Dallas housing units 
now are being withheld, The land- 
lords aren't fooling.” 

O. M. Stublefield, chief area rent 
contro] attorney for the OPA in 
the Dallas region, said he couldn't 
see where there could be 3000 
vacant units in Dallas “unless 
they are just spare bedrooms in 
homes.” 

Mrs. Morris owns no _ rental 
property but feels rent control is 
“undemocratic, unconstitutional 
and is cheating homecoming vet- 
erans out of a place to live.” Her 
only son, a radio operator, was 
lost in a B-17 raid over Germany.

America in Germany 


In the welter of criticisms and complaints con- 
cerning the American occupation in Germany, 
the sober words of Senator Wayne Morse stand 
out for their good sense, 

The Oregonian’s observations, as reported 
from Berlin, may be summarized as follows: 

1. We do not have enough manpower in 


our part of Germany to do our job the way 
it should be done. 


2. We have demobilized our military 
forces so fast as to amount to a major mis- 
take in policy. 

3. We are making a fetish of a policy of 
economy in expenditure when it would be to 
our economic advantage to spend more. 

4. We have turned over certain aspects 
of our military government too rapidly for 
their proper assumption by the Germans. 


5. We do not need a senatorial investiga- 
tion of our occupation policies and practices. 
On the first four points, the Post-Dispatch 

agrees fully with Senator Morse. As our read- 
ers know, this newspaper has said repeatedly 
that it was a great mistake to withdraw our 
forces so rapidly as to make it appear that we 
were virtually abandoning our responsibility. 
These columns have said that certain controls 
were being turned over to the Germans before 
they were ready to assume them; that if Ameri- 
cans mean to discharge their obligations in Ger- 
many they would need to prove it with sufficient 
capable personne! and requisite expenditures. 

As for the senatorial investigation, it is diffi- 
cult to see how one would do any harm and, 
were it well handled, such an inquiry should be 
a means of improving our performance in Ger- 
many. Certainly, such things as the black mar- 
ket enterprises of our troops need to M elim- 
inated if we are to enjoy the respect. of the 
Germans, 

But it will not help to have a row in Wash- 
ington over who is to conduct an investigation. 
Doris Fleeson has reported the details of such a 
wrangle and it is no credit to those concerned, 
The obvious agency is a congressional committee, 
and the obvious committee is the Senate War 
Investigating Committee. Manifestly the War 
and State Departments would not be disinterested 
investigators of an occupation which is their 
joint operation. 

Senator Connally, chairman of the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee, opposes an investiga- 
tion because it would bring “most unfavorable 
reaction and adverse publicity.” That reason 
is not too impressive. We do not want to em- 
barrass the occupation unnecessarily and it would 
be a mistake to make mountains out of molehills., 
But we know well from the past that a look-see 
by Congress is a way of informing the people 
that no other device provides. 

Moreover, we must not lose sight of the fun- 
damental fact that our real reason for being in 
Germany is to show the German people the value 
of the democratic way in politics and life. Noth- 
ing we could do in Germany would stand out 
in greater contrast with the Nazi way than to 
admit our mistakes openly and to correct them 
in the full light of day. 

It would seem that this could very well wait 
until after the new Congress meets and the com- 
mittees are reorganized, Meantime, our adminis- 
trators in Germany should be getting on with 
the co-ordination of economic resources. Why 
is it necessary to wait on Russia? Russia does 
not wait on the Allies if it wants to do some- 
thing in the zone it administers. 

Let the United States and Britain agree on 
pooling of economic goods and a fair exchange 
of them in their zones and proceed to put it into 
operation, The French would probably join the 
co-ordination and exchange. A demonstration of 
the value of this will make more impression on 
the Russians than appeals in the-name of the 
Potsdam agreement. 

The improvement in living conditions, which 
Lt. Gen. Clay, deputy military governor, asks, 
is a proper goal. But while it is sought, it must 
be kept in proper relation with other European 
living standards. The large numbers of children 
in Germany make it a potentially strong and 
powerful people of a generation hence, Our poli- 
cies must be such that we do not unwittingly set 
the stage for another powerful state. : 

There is good reason for the Germans to know 
for years to come that they waged this war 
against the world and that they lost it. 
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Freedom to Refuse 
Concluding his broadcast last night, Walter 
Winchell said something to the general effect 
that the American people should be thankful they 
could eat turkey on Thanksgiving and that they 
could listen to Walter Winchell talk turkey to 
them. Yes, and without disparaging Mr. Winchell 
it may be added that they should be thankful 
that they are not required to listen to Mr. 
Winchell. Freedom to listen includes the free- 
dom not to listen. It wasn’t the freedom to hear 
Hitler that killed liberty in Germany; it was the 
absence of freedom to refuse to hear him and 
do his bidding. The right to turn off the radio 

is as vital as the right to turn it on. 
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So the War Isn’t Over 


Well, it seems the war isn’t over after all. Sen- 
ator Wiley, who heads a special G.O.P. commit- 
tee on the President’s war powers, says careful 
study should be given before repealing them. It 
makes an instructive contrast with the Republi- 
can campaigners who promised to sweep them 
out without more ado. 

The biggest single reason for the new caution, 
of course, is that the popular effort to stop John 
L. Lewis’s rebellion is armed with the war pow- 
ers. It partly depends on the Smith-Connally 
Act, which automatically expires six months aft- 
er the war is declared overs Similarly, and again 
after six months, declaring the war ended would 
wreck the German and Japanese occupations by 
bringing everyone but the Regular Army home; 
return excise taxes to prewar levels; play hob 
with enlistments by cutting off overseas pre- 
mium pay; abolish rent control; let honkey-tonks 
and gasoline stations compete freely with home- 
less veterans for building materials, and cause 
many another national headache. 

So the G.O.P. temper begins to shift from all- 
out repeal to the examination, modification and 
re-enactment of those emergency presidential 
powers which the nation’s welfare still demands. 
Campaign promises are going to be breached, but 
the Republican success did not rest on these par- 
ticular glib assurances. Nearly everyone knew 


they were just a part of the game of politics. 
And what faces the new Congress is not a game 
but a deadly serious business. 
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Col. Howard’s Resignation 

After a year's experience, Col. James Ti. 
Howard resigned his post as chief of aeronautics 
of the City of St. Louis because he found that 
he was not chief of aeronautics at all. He found 
that aviation matters in the city administration 
are “the concern of many departments, and the 
responsibility of none.” Col. Howard did not care 
to continue as a glorified office boy. 

The reasons for Col. Howard's resignation are 
just about the same that brought the resignation 
in December, 1944, of his only predecessor, 
Thomas E. Flaherty. Mr. Flaherty, like Col. 
Howard, felt he was working in a vacuum and 
suffered from “a feeling of futility.” He recom- 
mended consolidating the aviation program un- 
der a single head, pointing out that “construc- 
tion, maintenance, design, development,. plan- 
ning, supervision and other functions are scat- 
tered among many departments.” 

If there is such a thing as chief of aeronautics 
of St. Louis, the title lies in Milton Kinsey, pres- 
ident of the Board of Public Service. Mr. Kin 
sey seems reluctant to delegate his control of 
aviation matters to anyone else, though he is 
overburdened with other tasks. He is an able, 
honest, conscientious public official, who has the 
high confidence of the Mayor, and he can point 
to a record of accomplishment in air matters, par- 
ticularly since V-J day. 

There is, however, a deep sense of uneasiness 
that the St. Louis airport program is not pro- 
ceeding fast and imaginatively enough. Perhaps 
Col. Howard, because of his youth and lack of 
experience, was not the man for the job, We 
have felt that, even though he was hobbled by 
administrative difficulties, he could have showed 
a greater degree of initiative and inventiveness 
in the last year; that he could have made a spe- 
cial role for himself to advance the city’s avia- 
tion interests: that he could, by public speeches 
and otherwise, have dramatized the need for 
greater and greater progress to meet the de- 
mands of the Air Age. 

However that may be, he has performed a pub- 
lic service in resigning and in saying bluntly: 
“My further association with the city in my pres- 
ent position will place a burden upon the tax- 
payers for a service which cannot be rendered.” 

Under the circumstances, for the Mayor to ap- 
point a successor to Col. Howard does seem like 
a waste of money. By now the city knows that 
Mr. Kinsey is the No, 1 air official of St. Louis, 
and the title “chief of aeronautics” is an empty 
one. Let the Mayor and Mr. Kinsey accept full 
responsibility from now on for progress or lack 
of progress in air matters, or let the city create 
a new department headed by a real chief of aero- 
nautics, under whom all phases of aviation would 
be centered. 
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The Real Charge 


John L. Lewis appeared before Judge Golds- 
borough today to answer a charge of contempt 
of court. That is a narrow charge. In view of 
the creeping paralysis from which the United 
States has been suffering since last Thursday, 
and in view of the catastrophic effect the contin- 
uance of the coal strike will have, the charge 
really is contempt of the American people. 
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An Appointment to Reject 

Senator Briggs ends his term on a sour note 
by recommending as United States Attorney at 
St. Louis James V. Conran, Prosecuting Attorney 
of New Madrid County. i 

Conran has been a key lieutenant in the Pen- 
dergast machine, giving it prestige and support 
by allying with it his own tight little machine in 
New Madrid County, He was for Pendergast’s 
political dictatorship before, during and after its 
exposure for wholesale vote thievery and for 
stealing hundreds of thousands of dollars in the 
insurance rate scandal. 

In 1938 he did his best to deliver the State 
Supreme Court into the boss’s hands by support- 
ing J. V. “Josh” Billings for Supreme Court 
Judge against James M. Douglas. Two years later 
he tried to keep Gov. Stark out of the Demo- 
cratic National Convention because he had the 
decency and public spirit to oppose Billings and 
support Douglas. 

Conran, on his own blatant record, lacks the 
breadth, stature and moral discrimination to be 
United States Attorney. It would be a mockery 
to put him in the place that has been so ably 
and conscientiously filled by the retiring United 
States Attorney, Harry Blanton. 

That Conran has been a friend and supporter 
of President Truman should not matter. If the 
President offends the people of eastern Missou- 
ri by naming a Pendergast henchman to this of- 
fice, the Senate should reject the appointment 
and demand a man with a better record. 

The Republicans will dominate the new Sen- 
ate, which will pass on the appointment, and 
Senator Donnell and Senator-elect Kem prob- 
ably require no prompting to whet the ax. 
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Mail Order Offensive? 


E. Palmer Hoyt, editor of the Denver Post, has 
a novel idea for piercing the iron curtain and 
getting in a little propaganda on the advantages 
of capitalism versus Communism as a way of 
life. 

In the University of Chicago’s Round Table 
yesterday on the “Free Flow of News and World 
Peace,” Mr. Hoyt suggested that the United 
States dispatch a fleet of-cargo planes over Rus- 
sia to drop, not the latest dissertation from the 
information section of the State Department, 
but a volley of Sears Roebuck catalogs. 

The Denver editor thinks the mail order cata- 
log, with possibly a supplement translating prices 
into rubles, might be just the thing to raise some 
hefty doubts as to whether the Politburo and the 
Comintern are proper agencies for ushering in 
the millennium, 

The idea has a certain appeal, but is accompa- 
nied by technical difficulties. A Sears Roebuck 
catalog is a weighty and lethal missile. A copy 
of the Sunday New York Times, a less dense and 
heavy projectile, once was dropped from a plane, 
striking and injuring an unsuspecting steer. 
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An Ohio firm advertises “guaranteed Gnitagi- 
muf or Gnifoorphtom,” meaning Fumigating and 
Mothproofing. And that’s the sort of thing that 
we are definitely Gnitsiserselas. 
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Our Losing Battle for Germany 


Even “good Germans” have little sense of their part in Nazi guilt. 
former resident finds on visit; names ways—especially faith and 
sense of our own purpose—to retrieve our fast-slipping influence; 
continued failure of Allied occupation would mean war was in vain,

In Baden, the house on the Kreigstrasse 
and I looked at each other. In the nick 
of time I had returned to England and 
scrambled back on the firm ground of 
Anglo-Saxon sanity. But I can remember 
What it is like to feel like a German. 

The capacity for pity is atrophied by the 
flat German refusal to admit that, having 
started something they couldn’t finish—or 
at least had not intended to finish in that 
way—they must take the consequences. 
When I would begin my tale of Rotterdam 
and Coventry, my listeners automatically 
ceased to listen. I tried it with what are 
Known as “good Germans.” With one ex- 
ception they brushed me off. 


“The truth about us Germans, Idachen,” 
she said sadly, “is that we have private 
consciences, But no national conscience. 
I wouldn't hurt a kitten. But if a million 
children are massacred, I don't react as 
you would, I'm shocked. But I won’t do 
anything about it. It doesn't seem to be 
any concern of mine.” 


Too Proud for Shame 


I remember a long talk with two Ger- 
mans whom I knew to be the salt of Ger- 
man earth. In a sort of despair I found 
myself pleading: “If only people like your- 
selves would acknowledge guilt ———”" 

They drew themselves up. “We Germans 
are a proud people. A proud people can- 
not admit to guilt.” 


Significantly and perhaps hopefully, the 
complaint made against the Allies was al- 
ways the same. The Germans of good will 
and intelligence spoke much less of devas- 
tation and hardship than of spiritual bank- 
ruptcy. “We Germans,” .one young man 
said to me, “must have some great pur- 
pose—have some cause to which to harness 
our hopes and strength. Just give us some 
idea to live by. Then watch us.” 


Americans marched into Germany with 
such material power and moral prestige 
that they could have decided history for 
Hitler’s thousand years. The British and 
French would have thankfully ranged 
themselves behind a firm and vigorous 
leadership, Even the Russians might have 
toed the line. The Americans held the ball. 
But at the bugle call of “Home to Mother,” 


they dropped. it. 


Contest for Teuton Soul 


It is perfectly inevitable that the Rus- 
sians and their American and French al- 
lies should by all means possible win the 
Germans to their conception of what con- 
stitutes a free and happy society. But it 
will not be easy for the Allies, whose ideas, 
unlike the Russian ideology, are not hard 
and definite. They are likely to sound flat 
and colorless and vague in German ears. 
So there is a fight going on in Germany— 
to put it rather floridly, a fight for the 
German soul, 

I am not too optimistic of the outcome. 
For one thing, very few of the Allies un- 
derstand the German soul. We befuddle 
our judgment with pretty Bavarian vil- 
lages, German music, Gemut and beer. We 
turn from Dachau and Auschwitz as irrele- 
vant incidents that do not belong in the 
picture. They do belong. 

The Nazis are the full flowering of the 
German temperament, exasperated into 
pathological monstrousness by defeat. 
There were Nazis in Luther’s time and in 
my time. According tg my estimation, 75 
per cent of the population were Nazis right 


up to the collapse and would be to this day 
if they had won. 

There remain the “good Germans’—those 
who in defiance of smoldering hostility are 
working with the Allies in their task of 
bringing about a spiritual rebirth. They 
have only one hope of survival—in effec- 
tual Allied occupation. And the Allies are 
trying to pull out softly, discreetly, but fast. 

The Allies have won the war. But de- 
mocracy, on the main battlefield of Ger- 
many, is still fighting for its life. I will 
now throw myself to the wolves by. offer- 
ing a plan for the salvation of Germany: 


What.Should Be Done 


1..Resetting up those federated states 
which were the charm of German life and 
the source of Germany’s real cultute. The 
British suggested it tentatively—which, 
from the Russian view, settled the matter. 


2. Unification of Allied control, The di- 
vision into spheres of influence is disas 
trous. This is impossible because the Allies 
apparently can’t work together about any- 


thing. 

3. A firmly announced period of occupa- 
tion of not less than 30 years. This will 
not be done because it would require firm- 
ness of purpose and clarity of vision which 
the Allies have not got. 

4. An elite civil service for the Allied ad- 
ministration which would function through 
and with German civil service This is not 
possible, because there are not enough good 
people for the jobs, 

5. Execution-by-hanging of all Nazi crim- 
inals and the life-long imprisonment or ex- 
ile of all members of the SS, who should 
no more be let loose than typhoid carriers. 


Lose Here, Lose Everywhere 


6. A strong Allied police and military 
force, This will not be possible because it 
would demand a spirit of self-sacrifice 
which taxpayers produce only, and then 
reluctantly, in wartime, 

7. Provided the conditions hitherto enu- 
merated have been fulfilled, toss the whole 
denazification process into the wastepaper 
basket and let the Germans find their own 
occupational level. This will not be done, 
because bureaucrats prefer Fragebogen 
(questionnaires), 


8. Visiting Allied professors, and even 
teachers of high schools, should be ex- 
changed. Musicians, artists, scientists, in- 
tellectuals should bring all their forces to 
bear to prove that we are not merely clever 
technicians but adult peoples whose vision 
and way of life can be respected. 

9. A rebirth among the democracies of 
a dynamic faith in themselves, their tradi- 
tions and principles. For this we can only 
pray, With this all things would be possi- 
ble. A New Jerusalem might grow out of 
our bloody battlefields, 

But whatever we do, we must do better 
than we are doing. We must. Otherwise 
we are all lost, and the millions of good 
people who have died to preserve our civ- 
ilization will have died in vain.

Aboard the Beagle 


CHARLES DARWIN AND THE VOYAGE OF THE 
BEAGLE, edited with an Introduction by Nera Sar. 
low. (Philosophical Library, New York.) 

There can be very few naturalists even 
of the most recent vintage who have not 
lived with Charles Darwin, in the pages of 
his “Journal of the Voyage of the Beagle,” 
through the adventurous years of explora- 
tion of Capt, FitzRoy’s ship along the coast 
of South America. 

In that it contains Darwin's day-to-day 
discoveries and ceaseless inquiries into 
every branch of natural acience, investiga- 
tions which form the foundation of his 
“Origin of Species,” there ig no other travel 
book that may quite compare with it in 
importance. And as a matter of filling any, 
gaps in the historical background of these 
all-important years of self-training, any 
supplement to the “Voyage” may be worthy 
of record, 

* * * 

This most recent Darwinian volume that 
his granddaughter, Lady Nora Barlow, has 
edited supplements certain phases of the 
account of the famous voyage. The book 
is composed of three rather distinct parts, 
the first of which presents an intimate pic- 
ture of Charles's earliest background -in 
the family home at The Mount, Shrews- 
bury, England, We learn of his gentle sub- 
mission to the paths of life laid out by his 
father, particularly with regard to his edu- 
cation. His two years of medical training 
at Edinburgh proved a dismal failure, and 
the next three years at Cambridge, where 
he was sent “to take orders,” were equally 
ill-spent, in young Charles's opinion. 

In his own words, . . “During the three 
years which I spent at Cambridge my time 
was wasted, as far as the academical stud- 
les were concerned, as completely as at 
Edinburgh and at school.” Nevertheless, 
certain of his contacts at Cambridge were 
instrumental in leading him into his geo- 
logical and biological studies and he ob- 
tained the respect and friendship of people 
who were most influential in’ his appoint- 
ment as naturalist on the B e.

The second part consists/of 38 letters, 
for the most part previously unpublished, 
starting with the hettic days of prepara- 
tion for the voyage and running through 
its entire five years. Most of these were 
written to his sisters and father, and serve 
chiefly to give one an intimate insight into 
his personal reactions to the unknown 
world of things he was investigating. 
Those familiar with Darwin's “Journal” 
will find some repetition in the letters. Yet. 
many incidents are recounted that cast a 
pleasing glow on his adventures and reveal 
a purely unselfish man, 

The third part, comprising nearly half 
the book, presents 24 small notebooks of 
memoranda jotted down by Darwin on the 
long voyage. These notes are so cryptic 
as to be of interest only to the most ardent 
student of Darwiniana. By careful search- 
ing through them one may find some of 
the threads that were being woven into the 
cloth of Darwin's great powers of correla- 
tion which led to the “Ortgin of Species.” 
For the most part, they are of little inter- 
est to the average reader of natural history 
books.

T seems fairly obvious that coal will not be mined by putting John 
If the Government, with warning of Mr. Lewis's 
intention to reopen the contract, contemplated a showdown, it 


should have considered whether it was possible to supply our cities 
and other industries with a substitute fuel, and taken measures in 


advance to do 80, 


A coal strike has the effect of 
a general lockout. It is estimated 
that 25,000,000 workers will be laid 
idle in a prolonged strike. Mr. 
Lewis's demands may be inflation- 
ary but a general stoppage or 
reduction of production is much 
mnore so. 


Stabilization by Statute. 


The Government has resorted to 
a juridical solution but its legal 
position is not entirely impeccable. 
The Krug-Lewis contract was in- 
deed signed for the duration of 
Government control, but it also 
embodied all provisions of the old 
contract with the operators ex- 
cept such as were specifically 
changed, The old contract said 
that should there be a change in 
Government wage policy after 
March 1, the miners could put 
forth new claims. 

There has been a change, and 
Mr. Lewis brought this provision 
into play; and though the Gov- 
ernment denies Lewis's right of 
unilateral action, Lewis denies 
that Krug negotiated in good 
faith. And, in any case, the spirit 
of unconditional surrender misses 
the point in labor relations, 

Congress for years has been 
confused in its duties regarding 
labor relations insofar as they 
can be stabilized by statute, and 
hed not yet proposed a good bill. 
But management is also remias. 
A vast amount of serious study 
has been given the question of 
why men strike, and that is where 
thinking should begin, 


A Traditional Concept. 


Peter Drucker’'s articles in Harp- 
ers’ magazine, beginning with the 
November issue, synthesize the 
work of the best students in this 
field and are powerfully illuminat- 
ing. But although enlightened and 
successful efforts have been made 
in individual enterprises to pene- 
trate the deeper causes of labor's 
discontents and redesign the pat- 
tern of human industrial relations, 
management, on the whole, still 
thinks of itself as the representa- 
tive of capital, rather than as the 
pivotal factor in a human endeav- 
or. e° 
Yet, whether an industrial soci- 
ety based on free contract and 
voluntary association can survive 
is the leading question of the age, 
and one which is being negatively 
answered in much of the world, It 
cannot, obviously, survive by show- 
downs and shutdowns, What it 
would be illuminating to inquire 
of the miners is: Under what con- 
ditions can you conceive of being 
willing never to strike? 


If Mr. Lewis has such power 
with the miners that he can wield 
through them a whiphand over 
the American economy, one must 
inquire whence comes this power. 
Obviously not from his personal 
ambitions but from the human 
community of men who are min- 
ers. 

Mr. Lewis is extraordinarily rep- 
resentative of the miners. The 
sullen visage, the stubborn and 
contemptuous mien, the powerful 
frame, the Old Testament elo- 
quence, speak for more than Lewis 
himself, He is representative, not 
as politicians represent, but in 
Emerson's sense of the representa- 
tive man. The man as symbol. 


The Epochal Choice, 


If the choice of our epoch is 
between Communism and capital- 
ism as it has been practiced, 
capitalism will lose. Nor will the 
struggle be settled by juridical de- 
cisions. The issue is whether a 
humanistic social order, based on 
co-operative association, can 
evolve out of a system based un- 
til now on the concept of labor as 
a commodity to be bought and 
sold in the market and whether 
it can evolve in time to prevent 
a catastrophic overturn, 

The decisive factor in the pres- 
ent controversy is not, therefore, 
Mr. Lewis or his legal position. It 
is the mood of the miners, and of 
workers in general. That strikes 
bear heaviest on workers is en- 
tirely comprehended by them. Yet 
they strike. They strike because 
of profound dissatisfactions — dis- 
satisfactions not comprehended 
even in the claims they advance, 
dissatisfactions with their status, 
not only as workers, but as men. 
The reasons for the anarchy and 
paralysis of our economy are thus 
not adequately articulated in the 
words of spokesmen for labor or 
capital, 


Co-Creator or Destroyer? 


Men do not want to work for 
their old bosses in old relation- 
ships. They will not continue to 
accept the position of being an 
alien horde in the midst of a pre- 
dominantly middle-class. society 
and culture. And their power is 
real—not fictitious. That 400,000 
men can halt the American econ- 
omy is a fact of apocalyptic im- 
portance, You can put their sym- 
bol In jail; but the force he repre- 
sents is wanted in the mines, not 
in prison. 

Our social order must be re- 
created. And, as I see it, labor, 
will be its co-creator, or its de- 
atroyer,

cago, J. Howard Pew of the Sun Oj! Co. made a more or less direct 
attack on the kind of practical economic co-operation proposed 


through the United Nations, The 


speech was a ringing declaration 


that America as a nation of rugged individualism must stand aloof 


from a wicked collectivist world. 


Pew is, of course, not a member 
of the new Congress, nor is he ever 
likely to stand for elective office. 
But his influence within the party 
is very great. Through the lean 
years, Pew and his more politically 
minded brother, Joseph N,. Pew Jr., 
have contributed large sums to 
keep the Republican party alive. 

Their influence in the inner cir- 
ele of Republicanism is impressive, 
partly because they speak for the 
industrialists who are an import- 
ant nucleus within the G.O.P. That 
is what gives so much significance 
to the Pew speech in Chicago. 
Apostrophizing the greatness of 
American “initiative, ingenuity, 
akill and industry,” Pew went on 
to say: 


Speaks for G.O.P. Nucleus. 


“Now we are told that the econ- 
omy which produced this standard 
of living for the American people 
must be abandoned—that we must 
embrace economic collectivism. 
This, it is said, we must do in order 
that we may live in harmony and 
prosperity with nations that have 
chosen the coilectivist course. 

“Such is the primary justifica- 
tion offered for the multitude of 
proposals now being projected un- 
der the auspices of the United Na- 
tions organization. These are the 
threads now being woven into the 
fabric that may become a straight- 
jacket of Government control for 
our American domestic economy as 
well as world trade. Each of these 
United Nations proposals should 
be studied in its relation to the 
other, for under the master plan it 
is intended that they should be co- 
ordinated under the UN economic 
and social council.” 


Inter-Government Cartels? 


Pew then attacked specifically 
the proposal of the UN Food and 
Agriculture Organization for an in- 
ternational food board to regulate 
commodity surpluses until the 
world’s food supply is back to nor- 
mal. 

He directed a more oblique at- 
tack on the State Department's 
proposal for an international trade 
organization under the UN. This, 
according to Pew, contains pro- 
vision for “inter-governmental car- 
tel agreements.” 

His chief fire, however, was re 
gerved for the petroleum agree- 


ee 


ment which we negotiated with 
Great Britain two years ago. Be- 
cause of the vigorous protests of 
the petroleum industry in this 
country, that agreement was wa- 
tered down in renegotiations a 
year ago. In the form in which 
it now is pending before the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Committee, 
it is little more than a promise to 
— on world petroleum prob- 
ems, 


Opposes Oil Conservation, 


Yet Pew cited the remark of a 
State Department’ oil adviser to 
underscore his conviction that a 
battle is on to subject the oil in- 
dustry “to a super-state cartel.” 

He pointed a finger of suspicion 
at the “recent call for the conven- 
ing of a United Nations scientific 
conference on resources, conserva- 
tion and utilization, to meet in the 
last six months of next year to 
survey the extent of exhaustible 
—— resources throughout the 
world,” 


And finally, he indicated that, 
while he had at one time been 
willing to “go along” with the re- 
negotiated oil treaty, his doubts 
were sO aroused that he would 
probably have to oppose it. A 
large and growing segment of the 
oll industry, he said, opposes Sen- 
ate approval of the treaty. 


And Now He Gloats. 


The Pews are a remarkable 
family. As independents they suc- 
cessfully fought the big oil com- 
panies, They took on Roosevelt 
and the New Deal as a personal 
vendetta. Joseph Pew, otherwise 
a mild-tempered man, was capable 
of gloating in the recent campaign 
as follows: 


“The Pied Piper is gone. The 
golden voice which charmed our 
children away from their loyalties 
is stilled,. But in Pennsylvania 
the political rats are left.” 


Although they speak from the 
opposite side of the ideological 
fence, men of the Pew type sound 
curiously like the extreme leftists 
in the British Labor party who 
de not like the American system 
of free enterprise. Therefore, just 
as do the Pews, they are likely 
to tear our world apart and, in 
the process, destroy the very lib- 
erties that the rugged individual- 
ists profess to be defending.

VATICAN CITY, Nov. 25 (AP)— 
Pope Pius XII, in a _ broadcast 


marking the tercentenary of 
American missionary martyers, 
yesterday bade American youth 
“carry on the torch of faith, full- 
flaming to the ends of the earth.” 

The Fope’s address, in English, 
was broadcast by the Vatican ra- 
dio and throughout the United 
States (by the American Broad- 
casting Co.). It was directed pri- 
marily to a New York meeting 
attended by Cardinal Francis 


Spellman, following a mass at St. 
Patrick's Cathedral in New. York 
to commemorate the martyrdom 
of the Jesuit Isaac Jogues and two 
companions 300 years ago, The 
three, killed by Indians near 
Auriesville, N.Y., have been raised 
to sainthood. 

The Pontiff said the message of 
“n'"sionary zeal” of Father 
Jogues, John Lalande and Rene 
Goupil “is louder and more in- 
sistent at this hour when war and 
war’s aftermath have decimated 
so many ranks of missionaries and 
clogged so many sources of mis- 
sion heip.” 

“May the youth, that American 
youth always so ready and eager 
to throw themselves into every 
worthy and eager venture, for 
whom obstacles are but a chal- 
lenge to their courage, may they 
seize the torch of faith, lighted 
by you in the wilderness.” 

Telling |of Father Jogues’s mis- 
sionary career and torture at the 
hands of Indians, the Pope said 
John Lalande and Rene Goupil 
shared his “glory.” 

“They were of the laity, one a 
doctor, the other a carpenter,” the 
Pontiff said, “but they were in- 
spired by the same love of God 
and God's love of souls. They did 
not want to go to heaven alone. 
Their faith was too precious not 
to wish to share it with-others.”

Henry Morgenthau Sr., financier, 
diplomat and father of former 
Secretary of the Treasury Henry 
Morgenthau Jr, died today of a 


cerebral hemorrhage. He wag 90 
years old, 
At the bedside were his son, 


Henry Jr. and his three daugh- 
ters, Mrs. Mortimer J. Fox, Mrs. 
Paul L. Wiener and Mrs. John 
Knight. His widow, the former 
Josephine Sykes, whom he mar- 
ried in 1883, is seriously fil and 
was not present. 

A poor boy when he came to 
this country from Germany with 
his parents in 1866, Mr, Morgen- 
thau' won success in real estate 
development, finance, national 
politics, diplomacy, philanthropy 
and art patronage. 

The family settled in New York 
and Morgenthau, then 10 years 
old, attended the public schools. 
Later he went to City College for 
a time, but the family fortunes 
forced him to give up his studies 
and he went to work in a fire 
insurance company office for $6 
a week, 

After a period in a department 
store job at $10 a week, he en- 
tered a law office as an appren- 
tice and studied law at night, 
He was admitted to the bar in 
1877, 

His law work Had involved 
titles and soon he. entered the 
real estate business. Through 
shrewd development of properties 
he attracted the attention of Wall 
Street. When he suggested forma- 
tion of a trust company exclu- 
sively for real estate, the first 
such financial institution the 
General Realty, Bond & Trust 
Co.—came into being with Mor- 
genthau as its president. 

In 1907, Morgenthau was attract- 
ed to Woodrow Wilson, then Gov- 
ernor of New Jersey, and later was 
instrumental in the success of 
Wilson’s first campaign for the 
presidency. Wilson appointed Mor- 
genthau Ambassador to Turkey, a 
post he resigned in 1916 to take 
part in Wilson’s second term cam- 
paign, 7 


for political and legislative ma- 
neuvering. 


He is survived by’ his wife, 
Carrie Miller Rassieur, and three 
sons, George M., Benjamin F. and 


T. Edward Rassieur; two brothers, 
Dr. Louls Rasslieur and former 
Circuit Judge Leo 8. Rassieur, and 
six grandchildren.

MAN SHOT BY BROTHER 
IN FAMILY ROW Dito 


Prisoner Tells Police Bullets 
Were Intended for 
Brother-in-Law., 


George Hembree, of 1100 St. 
Louis avenue, who was shot by 
his brother in a family fight in 
front of a tavern at. 1435 Cham- 
bers street Saturday night, died 
yesterday at City Hospital. 

Hembree had been wounded 
twice in the abdomen by shots 
from a revolver in the hands of 
William Hembree, also of the St.

Mr. and Mrs. Walter Evans, 
meanwhile, charged each other 
with disturbing the peace, and 
their cases were set for hearing 
in Police Court Dec. 7, The family 
row had started with a fight be-

expense and at the expense of Bel- 
gium, also, although both nations 
were our allies, while the Germans 
were enemies. 

It is doubted here whether Hol- 
land’s recovery can be pushed very 
far or fast while Germany is 
bankrupt, but the Dutch are cer- 
tain that the Rhine traffic ought 
to flow out through Rotterdam as 
it did before the Nazis diverted it 
to Bremen and Hamburg, just as 
Belgium is sure it ought to flow 
partly through Antwerp. Holland- 
ers, as do Belgians, have a bone to 
pick with the British and Ameri- 
can oceupation authorities, who 
are favoring German ports. 


Before the war about 10 per cent 
of Holland’s international trade 
was with the Netherlands Indies. 
The future of that trade is com- 
pletely problematical. No matter 
how the current negotiations for 
the creation of an Indonesian Re- 
public turn out, there has been so 
much destruction in Java and Su- 
matra under the Japanese occupa- 
tion and later in the civil warfare 
that it will be some years, if ever, 
before the islands are the source 
of income to Holland that they 
used to be. Probably they never 
will be that again. 


People Tighten Belts. 


The Dutch, I find, are feeling 
pretty gloomy about the loss of 
their trade with Germany and the 
Indies. They are inclined to be 
proud—and rightly proud—of the 
way they have fought off inflation 
and the way they have progressed 
since May 1945, in clearing up the 
wreckage of their country and re- 
starting the wheels of industry.

Textile 
production is 50 per cent of the 
prewar total; shoes 70 per cent; 
cement, 83 per cent, despite the 
great need of this material for re- 
building; cheese output, 25 per 
cent and butter, 68 per cent.

Holland has fairly well whipped 
its coal-shortage problem—thanks 
to domestic mining and imports 
from the United States, but when 
American imports fail, because of 
hurts. 

Rail System Repaired, 

At the liberation, Holland's 
transportation system owas a 
wreck, Today the railroads and 
inland waterways have been wel! 
repaired and are adequate for 
the current level of trade. The 
Germans made off with almost 
three quarters of the country’s 
bicycles and most of its automo- 
biles, and there is a great short- 


;}age of personal transport. 


The raw materials situation is 
improving but is still far from 
satisfactory. Holland always im- 
ported far more than it exported, 
making up its balance of trade by 
|such services as shipping, banking, 
ithe tourist industry and foreign 
investments, but today the war- 
stricken country needs to import 
'far more than it did before the 
war for reconstruction purposes. 
Its capacity to export is far small- 
|er and 40 per cent of its merchant 
|shipping, which served the Allies 
| well throughout the war, has been 
i sunk, 

The country is confronted with 
a necessity for living far longer on 
|credits from abroad than Dutch- 
j men would like, even though Hol- 
‘land’s reputation as a nation of 
|}people who work hard and pay 
their bills has given it an excel- 
lent credit rating throughout the 
world, 

One thing bothers the Dutch ex- 
perts tremendously, I find. The 
| productivity of its labor is said to 
| be only about 75 per cent of what 
it was before the war. This is due 
| partly to shortages of spare parts 
and raw materials, which are 
needed to make productivity con- 
| tinuous, rather than sporadic. It 
is also due to war-weariness, the 
desire of the people to relax, the 
| sense of loss of savings that makes 
many people discouraged and the 
| fact that the cost of living index 
| has outstripped the wage rise. The 
| cost of living in Holland has risen 
81 per cent since 1940 and wage 
'rates 66 per cent.

The Presidium of the Supreme 
Soviet is composed of representa- 
tives of soviets (councils) from 
all parts of the U.S.5.R. The 
presidium has great powers. When 
the Supreme Soviet is not sitting, 
it passes decrees, interprets laws, 
ratifies treaties, gives decorations 


and grants pardons. Should the | 
U.S.S.R. be attacked, it can de- 
clare war. 


The U.S.S.R. has hundreds of 
soviets—some of them consisting 
of as few as 15 members in a vil- 
lage to one of over 2000 members 
in Moscow. They all have dele- 
gates. These are not professional 
office holders, but farmers, labor- 
ers, artists, engine drivers, oil 
drillers, engineers, professors, gen- 
erals and others. 

Big Vote Turnout. 


Women not only vote in the 
Soviet Union but hold offices in 
the Supreme Soviet, in the govern- 
ment offices and in the party. 
There is no poll tax and every 
person 18 years or over not only 
can, but almost always does vote 
for candidates nominated at thou- 
sands of pre-election meetings all 
over the U.S.S.R. Both Commu- 
nists and non-Communists are 
among the nominees. 

I often have asked the question: 
What can the man in the street 
or his wife do about taking up 
some personal matter with the 
government? 

President Shvernik, just as his 
predecessors, the late Mikhail 
Kalinin, the deputies in the Su- 
preme Soviet, and quite often, 
even Stalin himself, consider 
and act upon personal problems 
brought to their attention by in- 
dividual citizens. 

For evidence one has only to 
look at the long lineup daily at 
President Shvernik’s office across 
the street from the Kremlin. 

The people who make up the 
US.S.R. speak many languages, 
practice more than 40 religions, 
and number some 193,000,000 per- 
sons. The country occupies one- 
sixth of the earth’s surface,

t and found that I weighed 202 pounds, I had been noticing 
for several months that I puffed when I leaned over to 


lace my shoes. So I worked myself up to a rage about my own 
obesity and started on a diet. Two days later, I sold MraeCrane 
on this new diet, as well as my cousins, Betty and Welcome, 
who live with us. And I even got my mother launched upon 
I had diéted before, and 
had lost weight, but never as easily as on my latest diet routine. 
so I'll explain it for all of you who wish to regain your sylph- 
like romantic figures and stop looking like a waddling walrus 
or a baby hippo when you walk down the street. 


it, for all of us were overweight. 


BY THIS DIET ees oe x 10 pounds in 10 days. Allow 
yourself 800 calories per day, if you are female, and 1000 calories, 
if male. The first day, limit yourself to a total fluid intake 
of not over ONE glass, which means 8 ounces or half a pint. 
That fluid intake involves orange juice, buttermilk, tea or coffee 
or water. Limit your food chiefly to protein, so your muscles 
obtain reinforcement each day. Fat and sugar are already 
stored in your body, but not protein. You must ingest a new 
supply of protein every day, or you will begin to feel weak. The 
first day, for example, I had two scrambled eggs for breakfast, 
and nothing else, not even water, At noon I had four hot dogs 
without bread or rolls, but with a little Mustard or catsup 
thereon. At night I had 3 more hot dogs. During the day I 
hoarded my one glass of water, taking small sips till it was 
gone. 

a a 

THE SECOND DAY, you can increase your fluid intake to 
a total of TWO glasses (one pint), but remain on the some food 
intake. 

I substituted half a glass of orange juice and a half a glass 
of buttermilk for one glass of water. Again I dined on hot dogs 
and scrambled eggs. You can substitute a hamburger or other 
protein foods for the hot dogs, but the latter are simple to use. 
If you get tired of them, as Mrs. Crane protests she does, so 
much the better. They will be less attractive and you can stay 
on your diet more easily. The third day, you can take three 
giasses of fluid, but remain on the same caloric input. For the 
next seven days, don’t exceed three glasses of fluid per day. I 
lost 4 pounds the first day; 2 pounds the second, and was down 
12 pounds on the 10th day. Betty lost 11 pounds in 10 days and 
Welcome lost 10. Mrs. Crane and my mother were down 8, 
but they didn’t stay quite as closely on the diet.

E expect an assortment of 
W relishes in holiday meals and 

if carefully chosen, they al- 
wayr make a hit. For this rea- 
gon, they shauld be _ included 
every now and then in regular 
family meals to take the place of 
the salad, Selecting relishes is 
easy, it takes care and thought to 
make the tray appealing but every 
relish shovld be chilly, have a 
fresh clean cut appearance. This 
means arranging the tray just be- 
fore the meat is served and for 
th. best effect, the different items 
used should be quickly and deftly 
placed on the tray to show each 
up to best advantage. Pickles 
and olives should be drained and 
turned directly onto the tray still 
gleaming with a thin film of their 
pickling liquid. Carrot sticks, 
radishes, celery should be as 
clean as a whistle and crisp to the 
brittle stage and also show enough 
moistness on the surface to indi- 
cate freshness, Pickled fruits 
should also be drained, Grated 
or chopped relishes should be as 
their description indicates — the 
grated should show long medium 
fine shreds, and chopped foods 
should show clean cut surfaces of 
ever; food used still identifiable. 
Relishes should be slightly drained 
and then spooned spontaneously 
into their logical compartment on 
the tray. Never attempt to pat 
down chopped or grated relishes 
into a definite shape, but leave 
them light and loose in their ar- 
rangement, If tray must be fixed 
half an hour before meal time, 
cover it with dampened paper 
toweling or waxed paper, return 
to refrigerator so that when tray 
is offered, every food will be cold. 

Beet Relish. 

No. 2 tin beets, one cup finely 
diced, peeled cucumber, one small 
onion, finely diced, one fourth cup 
vinegar, ono fourth cup juice 
drained from beets, one tablespoon 
sugar, one fourth teaspoon salt, 
dash black pepper, one teaspoon 
finely chopped parsley or two tea- 
spoons chopped fresh dill. 

Drain beets, saving juice. Shred 
beets coarsely on a sharp grater 
into mixing bowl, and add remain- 
ing ingredients, Mix well. Cover 
tightly and chill in the refrigera- 
tor for at least one hour before 
serving, to blend flavors. Serve 
instead of salad with cold meat 
or fish dishes. (Rest of beet juice 
should be saved to combine with 
other vegetable juices and pot 
liquors for vegetable cocktail.) 
Five servings. 

Cranberry Relish. 

One quart cranberries, one large 
seedless Orange, or cup sugar. 

Pick over cranberries, discard- 
ing any soft ones and wash in 
cold water. Peel orange with a 
knife and pull out the white in- 
ner portion of the skin. Separate 
the orange into sections, remov- 
ing the membrane. Put cran- 
berries, orange sections and yel- 
low part of orange peel through 
the food chopper, using the coars- 
est cutter. Stir in the sugar, 
turn mixture into a clean glass 
jar or bowl, cover tightly and 
let stand overnight or longer in 
the refrigerator or any cool place 
to blend the flavors. Serve as a 
relish with chicken, turkey or 
roast meat. Makes about two 
and one-half cups. 

MENUS FOR TUESDAY 

BREAKFAST—Orange juice, ce- 
real cooked with raisins, toast and 
jelly. 

LUNCHEON—Shrimp foo yeung, 
lettuce with vinaigrette dressing, 
whole wheat bread and butter, 
applesauce, 

DINNER—Country fried steak, 
gravy, parsley potatoes, baked 
onions, beet relish, cracklin’ corn 
bread, cranberry sherbet, 

Cracklin’ Corn Bread. 

Measure one tablespoon fat in 
skillet and place in a hot oven 
for about five minutes or until 
fat is piping hot. Sift two cups 
yellow or white corn meal with 
two teaspoons baking powder, one- 
fourth teaspoon baking soda and 
one and one-fourth teaspoons salt 
three times. Sift into a bowl, add 
one and two-thirds cups butter- 
milk, then one egg and one cup 
ecracklin’'s (cut into small bits). 
Beat quickly until thoroughly 
mixed, Pour into the hot skillet 
and immediately place in a 450 
degrees oven for 15 to 20 minutes 
until bread tests done and crust is 
brown and crispy. Serves five or 
six. 

Serve each child four cups of 
milk to drink and each adult two 
cups in addition to that used in 
today’s menus,

Doctor on 
Treatment 
For Stones

MINO acids are the substances 
Arron which the proteins found 

in such foods as milk, meat, 
and eggs are formed, and into 
which they must be broken down 
again before the body can use 
them for its own building and re- 
pair jobs. 

One of these is a sulphur-con- 
taining amino acid known as cys- 
tine, which is present in the pro- 
tein foods of a normal! diet. Ordi- 
narily, the body uses cystine much 
as it uses any other of the many 
amino acids it must have for 


growth and repair of tissue.

OCCASIONALLY, however, doc- 
tors run across an individual who 
seems unable to utilize this sub- 
stance and instead secretes it in 
the urine. This condition is known 
as cystinuria and, when it is pres- 
ent, stones made up of cystine 
may form in the kidney or blad- 
der. These stones are oval, smooth 
and of a chalky-white or light-yel- 
lowish color. They are soft and 
can be easily cut, like a piece of 
hard soap. They feel slightly 
greasy. 

If a person has a kidney or blad- 
der stone it may be advisable to 
test the urine for the presence of 
cystine. This can be done by ex- 
amination of the urine under the 
miscroscope, when the crystals of 
cystine will be seen. It may be 
necessary, when cystine stones 
are present, to remove them by 
means of operation.

HOWEVER, ACCORDING to 
Dr. C. A, Cawker of Montreal, 
other measures of treatment may 
aid in getting rid of the condition. 
The patient is given plenty of 
fluids and a search is made for 
infections in the teeth, tonsi!s, 
inuses, or elsewhere in the body. 
It any are found, they are cleared 
up with appropriate treatment. 
The patient is given a diet rich in 
alkaline ash-forming foods and is 
also given alkaline substances 
such as mixtures of citrates and 
carbonates by mouth. The amount 
of proteins in the diet is moder- 
ately reduced, Dr. Cawker noted 
no harmful effects from _ this 
treatment. 

Once the cystine stones have 
been removed, further stone for- 
mation can be prevented by fol- 
lowing for one week of each 
month a high alkaline-ash and low 
protein diet with sufficient alkali 
by mouth to keep the urine alka- 
line. 

Of course, it must be remem- 
bered that not all kidney or blad- 
der stones are made up of cystine. 
In cases of other types of stones 
an alkaline-ash diet would not be 
useful, but might even be harmful. 
Thus, when stones occur, the 
physician must determine the 
type of chemical make-up before 
deciding on what preventive meas- 
ures may be best employed. .

Sick, or Just Plain Spoiled? 


Child Who Refuses to Eat Usually Does So to Become Center of Attention 


By Angelo Patri 


UNGRY children eat without 
Heosxins, without fussing, with- 
out promises or threats. When 
a child refuses his food take it 
away without remark and do not 
offer it again until the regular 
mealtime. If he refuses food 
again, take it away and ask the 
doctor to come and examine the 
child. Usually we find that the 
children who refuse food habitu- 
ally are sick, or overfed, or just 
plain spoiled, S 
We must always make certain 
about the health of the child and 
the suitability of his food for his 
needs. What nourishes most chil- 
dren sometimes may not meet the 
need of a particular child and he 
refuses it because his body is tell- 
ing him to do so. First make as 
sure as possible that he gets what 
~ needs. The pediatrician will 
now. 


The health point settled and the 
right diet found, follow the phy- 
sician’s directions to the letter. 
Usually he sets the mealtime, the 
diet and the amounts for each 
meal. This regulation varies with 
the individual child and is most 
important. 

If there is no difficulty about 
his health, the physician’s ex- 
amination disclosing nothing to 
prevent his eating normally, es- 
tablish mealtimes, feed him on 


cannot be taken away from home 
to say, grandmother’s house, or 
Aunty’s place, or to a children’s 
hospital, but must be kept at 
home, change the place of eating,

That sort of attitude does not 
excuse any parent or guardian of 
a child from doing his duty. 
Children cannot bring themselves 
up. If they could there would be 
use for neither homes nor schools. 
Both exist for the children. It is 
the duty of teachers, parents and 
guardians to insist and if neces- 
sary to compel children to do what 
is necessary for their protection.

Good parents know when and 
how to say “No” and enforce their 
word. The responsibility of all 
fathers and mothers and teachers 
is plain and it cannot be shirked 
with impunity, much less a clear 
conscience. Try saying “Yes”

INCE my schedule forces me

OTHER NATIONS COOL T0 U.S, 
PLAN ON JAP REPARATIONS 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 25 (UP)— | 
The United States has hit an un- 
expected snag in its efforts to by- 
pass Russian objections and be- 
gin prompt distribution of Japan- | 
ese war reparations, it was re- 
vealed today. Informed officials 
said the obstacle was unforeseen 
coolness by other interested na- 
tions to a new American pro- 
posal. 

The plan circulated about two 
weeks ago, called on other mem- 
bers of the ll-nation Far Eastern 
Commission to join in a directive 
to Gen. Douglas MacArthur to 
start assignment of reparations | 
without further delay.

Japanese reparations equipment 
with the remainder to be allo- 
cated gradually, 

United States officials had 
hoped to get an okay within a' 
week but received only one reply 
after two weeks. The replying 
nation, whose name was not re | 
vealed, said only that it would go | 
along if all others did.
